Clause 1, disagreed to. 

Clause 2. 

An Amendment made, in page 1, line 10, after the word “ Act,” by inserting 
the words “ shall apply to Ireland only and ” — (Mr. Kelly). 

Clause, as amended, agreed to. 

New Clause (“ Women to be eligible as county or borough councillors or aldermen 
in Ireland ”) brought up and read the first and second time as follows : — 

“ (1) A woman shall not be disqualified by sex or marriage for being 
elected or chosen or being a councillor or aldermen of the council of any 
county or borough. 

Provided that a woman, if elected or chosen as chairman of a county 
council or mayor of a borough, shall not by virtue of holding or having 
held that office be a justice of the peace. 

■ (2) Subsection (1) and the words * other than a borough ’ in sub- 
section (2) of Article 12 of the Schedule to The Local Government 
(Application of Enactments) Order, 1898, are hereby repealed ” 

—(Mr. Kelly). 

Amendments made, in line 2, by leaving out the words “ or aldermen ” ; and in 
line 3, after the word “ borough,” by inserting the words “or an alderman of the 
council of any borough ” — (Mr. Attorney-General for Ireland). 

Another Amendment proposed, in line 4, to leave out all the words from the word 
“ Provided ” to the word “ peace,” in line 6 (both inclusive) — (Mr. Barton). — Question 
proposed, “ That the words proposed to be left out stand part of the Clause.” 

Amendment, by leave, withdrawn. 

Clause, as amended, added to the Bill. 

Ordered, To Report the Bill, as amended, to the House. 
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
